The 
only defense offered for Bonaparte by 
republican senators is that since his as- 
sociation with a ‘“‘trust-busting’ ‘admin- 
istration his views in regard to trusts 
have changed. Moody’s views in regard 
w the suffrage laws of the south have 
m@ changed. 
in reference to the criticism made in 
the senate upon his attitude toward the 
trusts, Secretary Bonaparte today said: 
“I did not attend the conference heia 
in Chicago in 1899 to which reference 
has been made in some press dispatches 
and consequently made no address 
there. The quotation published as ex- 
cerpts from this supposed address are 
probably answers to certain printed ques- 
tions sent to me and to a great many 
wither persons by those who organized 
the conference and to which I remember 
sending replies. ‘This is all I care to say 
on the subject, to which I must own, 
I. have given but little thought.”’ 
Cortelyou and Garfield in Trouble. 


Before the senate confirms the nomi- 
nation of George B. Cortelyou to be sec- 
retary of the treasury, and James R. 


Garfiela to be secretary of the interior, 
the senate committee on finance will 
insist upon learning from President 
Roosevelt when Gecretaries Shaw and 
Hitchcock intend to retire. The commit- 
tee today declined to make favorable 
reports on these nominations until word 
has been received from the president. 

Failure to act on the nominations does 
not indicate -hostility to Messrs. Cortel- 
you and Garfield. The nominations sent 
to the senate by the president do not 
state when the officials named are to 
take office or when the posts to which 
they are appointed will be vacated. *rhe 
decision to call on the president for an 
explanation was the result of discussion 
concerning the absence of precedent for 
confirming appointments without an idea 
as to when they are to take effect. The 
opinion was held by all members of the 
committee present that a dangerous prec- 
edent would be established if these nomi- 
nations were confirmed without a definite 
understanding as to when the men are 
to assume office, and when they are to 
vacate the places they now hold in the 
government service. 


Cooley in Trouble, Too. 


Opposition developed today to the con- 
firmation of Alford W. Cooley, of New 
York, to be assistant attorney general. 
When this nomination was called up no- 
tice was given informally that some of 
the senators desired to make inquiry 
concerning Mr. Cooley's qualifications for 
the position to which he has been named. 

On account of this objection the nomi- 
nation of Mr. Mcllhenny, of Louisiana 
to the civil service commission to suc- 
ceed Mr, Cooley, was not acted upon. It 
was rumored on the floor that there wil} 
ibe opposition to Mr. McIllrenny because 
his appointment will make the civil ser- 
vice commission democratic, but later it 
Was declared that’Messrs. Cooley and Mc- 
Tihenny will be confirmed tomorrow. Sey- 
eral hundred nominations, most of them 
for naval officers, were confirmed.

government officials and higher ecclesi- 
astics are resisting the advice of the 
intemperate. The minister of public 
worship, Briand, announces’ that the 
government “cannot be driven into the 
trap of closing the churches,” arid Car- 
dinal Rickerd, archbishop of Paris, has 
strongly censured the placarding of ap- 
peals to the clericals to make violent 
resihtance to the officers of the law. 
“No violence,” he says, “but passive re- 
sistance to the unjust law, after exhaust- 
ing all protests at every step.” 

This is the disposition so far as the 
higher ecclesiastics are concerned, but 
their followers evidently have no inten- 
tion to submit and are preparing to as- 
sume the roll of martyrs, abandon the 
churches and organize private worship. 

Cardinal Rickard and many of the 
bishops already have begun the removal 
of their private effects from the episco- 
pal mansions and the clergy are pre- 
paring to leave their rectories and move 
into hired ilodgings. It is announced 
that the parish priests have received 
many offers of places in which to hold 
religious services, but there is not the 
slightest indication that they intend to 
take advantage of the sole remdining 
chance to retain their churches, namely, 
by making the declarations called for 
by the law. The government continues 
to present a calm front, although the 
thinisters realize that additional legisla- 
tive power will be necessary if serious 
trouble occurs.

KILLING OF C..H. BROOKS 
LATEST ACT IN TRAGEDY. 

Notwithstanding the slayings previous to the assassination of 
c H. Brooks, tbe’last:in the series of curdling tragedies, on Tuesday 
night of the fx imstant, there was uo reason to anticipate another 
death by violence in Chipley. 

And yet when the people of Chipley were advised of Brooks’ 
assassination, the information was not a shock, 

But had the victim of the assassin been any other citizen of the 
town, the mystery would have been no greater. - 

Neither would the solution of the mysterious slaying have been 
any easier. 

Brooks was a quiet, inoffensive man, a citizen who gave his at- 
tention to his business and his time to his home and to his friends. 

Not an enemy was Brooks known to have had. 

But his death aroused a retrospective vein in every mind in this 
section of the country which had been keeping apace with the events, 
especially the criminal. happenings of this section, for some years 
past. It brought back the killing of Cornett, some ten years ago, 
and along with that recollection came a renewal of the fact that Cor- 
nett’s slayer had made good his escape—was never located. Cornett 
was a good quantity- in that section of Harris county, and for 
months a vigorous hunt was continued for his assassin. 

But it was without success.

But for the Brooks assassination, on the night of the 7th, the 
past killings might have awaited time for adjustment or solution. 
That after-dark, ruthless life taking not only aroused the entire’ sec- 
tion, but caused every mind to revert to the most minute details of 
the four slaughters preceeding it within the past year. 


HARDY-HASTY DIFFICULTY

DEATH OF HASTY AND IRVIN 

. RENEWED THE OLD TROUBLE 

The trouble between Hardy and Hasty | 
was being forgotten when on May 23 
last-—-on that day there was a big politi- 
cal meeting in town-—-Virgil Irvin, a young 
farmer living in the Beach Springs. dis- 
trict, some five or six miles from town, 
came in. Joe Hasty was the keeper of a 
livery stable. He had a bill calling for 
16 cénts against Irvin. The bill had been 
presented and had been disputed. Some 
wely words had been passed. That day 
while the speaking was going on n, 
who was accompanied by McGee, a kins- 
man, became involved in a dispute with 
Hasty and some of Hasty’s friends. The 
quarrel was short and the gun play was 
quick and fast. Hasty went .to the 
ground with three bullet holes in his 
body. Irvin sought safety in flight. So 
did MeGee. Both were pursued,. bullets 
following each other in rapid succession 
until someting Hke sixty or seventy-five 
shots had been fired. Irvin dropped with-

SYMPATHY FOR FOREMAN 
IS THE CAUSE OF STRIKE 


ERB they fired, did they resign, 


VW or did they strike? 

According to the statements of 
the seventeen switchmen and workers 
in the Inman Park yards of the South- 
ern railway, only one, Foreman John 
Bradley, was fired, and the rest struck. 
At the Inman Park"yards, the whole mat- 
ter was disposed of on the ground that 
some six or eight men had been fired. 
Officials refused also to discuss the mat- 
ter on the grounds that there was noth- 
ing worthy of discussion and that sev- 
ral men had been given orders to get 
their time and leave the premises. 

The story told by one of the strikers, if 
it was a strike, was rather different. “‘We 
had gone to work as usual,” he began, 
“when Assistant Yardmaster T. J. Whit- 
taker early yesterday morning fired the 
foreman of our crew, named John Brad- 
ley. The boss claimed that Bradley’s 
work was not done properly, and for the 
same reason he told him to get his time 
and leave. 

“The rest of us, sixteen in number, 
thought that Bradley’s work was per- 
fectly al] right and that perhaps he was 
being fired for some other reason. He 
is a good union man and a member of 
the local Brotherhood of Railway Train- 
men, After thinking the matter over, the 
rest of us decided that he had not been 
given a ‘square deal,’ and so we all quit. 
We simply struck, and there was no 
firing about it except in the case of 
Bradley, and».there was no doubt but 
that the boss would have liked to have 
had us go back to work, for there is 


| 


plenty to do these days with the heavy 
traffic on as it is. 

“This is proved by the fact that some 
outside 
work. Some seven of them arrived at the 
Inman Park yards. We talked with them 
and told them how the situation . was. 
Then it was that five of them refused to 
go to work and left the yards. But two 
of them did go to work. But they were 
‘scabs’ and didn’t belong to the union. 
We insist that Bradley was not properly 
treated and we also insist that he be 
taken back to work. That’s why we 
struck, and all because we did not think 
he was getting the ‘square deal’ he 
Was entitled to as a good workman and a 
good union man.”’ 

While this was the story as presented 
by one of the men who struck in sym- 
pathy, the story told at the Inman Park 
yards was entirely different. Here 
was firmly and officially asserted that 
there had been no strike of any kind. 
Some of the switchmen and others work- 
ing in the yards simply had not been 
doing their work as they should and some 
six or eight of them had been fired. That 
was all there was to it. Moreover, some 
of the places of the men who had been 
fired had already been filled and the 
others would be filled today. When asked 
whether the men hired to take the place 
of those discharged were union or non- 
union men, it wag stated that it was not 
in any way a union matter, but simply 
that incompetent men had been discharg- 
ed and their places were being filled with 
competent men as rapidly as possible, 
and that neither the traffic or anything 
else was being in any way interfered 


with.

Washington, December 1!.—(Special.)— 
Chief Engineer McKenzie’s report. de- 
clares that the contemplated work ‘on the 
Oconee river, in northern Greene county, 
is not justified by the amownt and char- 
acter of the commerce it would affect. 
Colonels Quinn and Kingman estimated 
that this work would cost $12,000. The 
secretary of war, in submitting Macken- 
zie’s report, concurs in its conclusion.

Washington, December !!1.—When the 
Algeciras treaty in relation to Moroccan 
affairs is taken up in the senate tomor- 
row, there will be offered a resolution to 
follow the resolution to ratification, 
which will recite that the United States 
participate in the agreement merely for 
the promotion of its trade interests and 
the protection of its citizens and to aid 
in the effort to preserve peace between 
some of the parties to the Moroccan 
treaty of 1880. It will declare further 
that while becoming a party to the treaty 
for these purposes, it is not the inten- 
tion of this country to depart from the 
traditional policy, which prohibits par- 
ticipation in the political affairs of Eu- 
rope, which do not concern America. 

The disclaimer of responsibility for the 
Algeciras treaty was drafted by Sena- 
tors Spooner, Lodge and Bacon as a re 
sult of an argument by Senator Bacon 
that it would be inconsistent for the 
United States to interfere iri the inter- 
national affairs of Europe, and at the 
same time deny to European powers the 
right to participate in political affairs of 
the western hemisphere.

and trend of the preachers’ mesage, 
What Dr. Rice Said. 

Rev. T. H. Rice, pastor of the Centra' 
Presbyterian church, said: 

“The end sought in this concerted effort 
is to inspire in al) the people a greater 
respect for the law of the land in whit 
we live. The part which the Christian 
minister may take in the work is to 
plainly declare what God has said on 
the subject. He has no commis®i 
from his Master to exploit or discuss 
the theories of ci¢il government which 
have been involved in the course of ages 
of human experience. He is the am- 
baseador of Jesus Christ, and is under 
explicit instructions to ‘preach = the 
word.’ This by no means restricts the 
Christian minister's power.to bless ev- 
ery department of human life; for th: 
Bible has its message for men touching 
everything essential to their life here 
and hereafter, and its message is the wis- 
dom of Go.d andno mancan posibly do 
more for the welare of the world than 
by explaining and enforcing God's will 

“Two reasons for obedience: 

“The very first reason is in the word 
‘wrath.’ The duty of obeying civil ru- 
lers is supported by terrible sanction. 
God has ordained that the civil magis- 
trate shall not bear the sword in vain; 
that is, to no purpose, The contempt of 
law is sure to bring the frightful pen- 
alty. If the magistrate in any given 
case fails to execute the penalty Goa 
has conferred on this law, an automatic 
power of enforcing itself. The law- 
breaker is very apt to come to a felons 
énd, the violent man {s very apt to meet 
a violent death, while the community 
which is iax in enforcing law is sowing 
a harvest of anarchy. 

“The second reason for obeying the 
law is conscience—‘for conscience sake.’ 
This is the appeal to the nobler heart. 
All true respect for law is reached in 
reverence for God. He who attacks the 
law strikes a blow openly and without

Rev. John F. Purser, pastor of 
West End Baptist church, said: 


“Just laws are made to 
and protect good.

Reynolds street, from there to 
a freight car which they were put in 
sealed. These same three boxes with 
the seals still on them were found with 
the other stolen goods at Dick’s house.
